How the Treacherous Viper Bam- 
boozled Senator Palmer. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER OF DISHONOR, 


1 SprIncFIeLD, III., Nov. 3.— [Special.] The

it proved to be a false alarm. In his 
recent statement to Tux TrispuNE correspond- 
ent Mr. Cockrell declared he had been anx- 
jous on two occasions prior to March 11 to 
vote for Palmer, but that Moore was not 
ready. He also sverred that there was no 
thought or intimation of a gift or present to 
hin on either occasion.

WILL NOT JUDGE CHICAGO HARSHLY. 


New York Chamber of Commerce Tables a 
Communication About Alleged Extortion. 

New York, Nov. 3.—At a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce today F. B. Thurber, 
Chairman of the committee appointed to en- 
dea vor to secure equitable freight and passen- 
ger rates between thiscity and Chicago during 
the Columbian Exposition, reported that the 
Presidentsof the various trunk lines have 
promised to bring about a meeting between 
the representatives of the chamber and of the 
railways to disenss the fixing of passenger 
rates. They gave little hope, however, of any 
further modification of freight rates. On mo- 
tioo of G. Waldo Smith it was resolved to urge 
the Superintendent of Public Works to keep 
the Erie Canal open to the latest possible 
moment, so as to relieve the grain blockade. 
There was laid on the table a communication 
from the Board of Trade of Columbus, O., 
asking the chamber to unite in urging the 
municipal authorities of Chicago to take 
measures to prevent hotelkeepers and others 
in that city from charging extortionate prices 
to visitors during the Columbian Exposition. 
Vice-President Orr, who was in the chair, said 
the communication started out with the prop- 
osition that Chicago hoteikeepers intended to 
practice extortion. He thought this hardly 
fair in view of the manner in which visitors to 
Chicago were treated while the dedicatory ex- 
ercises were in progress.

Judge Webb Will Announce His Decision

I+ is not to be supposed the German 
Lutherans would retain as their confidential 
advisor, a member of their faculty, and of the 
Board of Trustees, one who had attempted to 
deceive them or directly or indirectly aided or 
abetted any movement calculated to injure 
the welfare of their institution. 

His course was indorsed as open and manly. 
He enjoys today not only the esteem but the 
confidence of the German Lutherans and 
will not lose on their account. The Demo-

ERROR IN ELECTORAL TICKETS. 


Discovery in South Carolina That Causes 
Consternation Among Democrats. 

Cuartzstor, S. C., Nov. 3,—There is dan- 
ger of the loss of this State to Cleveland. It 
was discovered today that an error has been 
made in the printing of the Democratic Elec- 
toral tickets in this State which will result in the 
entire Democratic Electoral vote being thrown 
out on account of illegal tickets if the error is 
notcorrected. As it is, the tickets have been in 
the hands of the Commissidners of Election and 
county committees for some time and have 
been partly distributed. Therein lies the dau- 
ger. It is hard to tell what proportion of the 
tickets have been sent out from the State 
committee headquarters are illegal. Most of 
those heard from are a sixteenth of an inch 
too long, some too small, and some too large. 
The law says they must be 5215 inches in 
size. The responsibility for such a serious 
error seems hard to fix. The tickets went 
through the hands of the Executive com mittee. 


GOV. M’KINLEY ON WILDCAT BANKS. 


He Quotes from Ex-President Garfield's 
Speeches Showing Democracy’s Folly, 
CLEevetanp, O., Nov. 3.—At Music Hall this 

evening Gov. McKinley was greeted by an 

enthusiastic audience, which taxed the 


„capacity of the building to the utmost. He 


began his speech by commenting on the 
plank of the Democratic platform 
favoring the repeal. of the 10 
per cent tax on State bank 
circulation. He said that meant a restoration 
of wildcat money to use in place of our 
splendid national bank circulation. Many of 
his hearers, he presumed, had never seen that 
kind of money, but there were many old men 
present who knew what it was. He said he 
could give an idea of the character of wildcat 
money by auoting from a speech made at 
Mount Vernon, O., in 1869 by Gen. Garfield. 
In 10 course of that speech Gen. Garfield 
said: 

Examine a bank note reporter for 1862-'63 and 
consider the mass of trash there set down as the 
paper currency of the country. In November, 
1862, the circulation of bank paper in the loyal 
States was $167,000,000. The State securities for 
this amount were only $40,000,000, leaving over 
$120,000,000 inadequately secured. In only nine of 
the States did the law require the circulation to 
be secured by State bonds. In the State of Lili- 
nois from 1851 to 1863 the failure of banks num- 
bered eighty-nine, and their paper ranged from 
36 per cent to 100 per cent below par. Of 
the $12,000,000 of bank circulation in Lllinois 
the people lost $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 directly 
besides the indirect loss of as many millions 
more by derangements of business and ruin to 

rivate interests. Of ten suspended banks in 

innesota the notes were redeemed at an aver- 
age of less than 30 cents on the dollar. Of thirty- 
six banks of Wisconsin only six redeemed their 
notes at so high a rate as 80 cents on the dollar. 
Even as early as 1860 the official report of only 
eighteen States showed 147 banks brokén, 234 
closed, and 131 worthless. Such was the condi- 
tion of 512 banks, the whole number in those 
States being 1.231. 

Continuing Gen. Garfield had shown there 
were in existence at that time over 3,000 vari- 
eties of altered notes, 170 varieties of spurious 
notes, and over 800 varieties of imitations, and 
counterfeiters did a thriving business, Next 
he had shown that wildcat money, the cur- 
rency of the time, was subject to violent re- 
actions. The circulation had increased from 
$95,000,000 in 1834 to $149,000,000 in 1837. In 
1841 it was down to $107,000,000; the next 
year it was but $59,000,000; in 1857 t 
was up to $215,000,000, and Jan. 1, 1858, 
it was but $135, 000,000, Gen. Garfield had 
asked who could be surprised that the periods 
named were marked by terrible financial dis- 
asters which made industry and wealth me 
sport of chance.“ In every such crisis, he 
said, the laboring classes were the greatest 
sufferers, Gen. Garfield had declared that 
from 1789 to 1841 395 banks had become in- 
solvent, causing losses to the government and 
people of the United States amounting to 
$365,451,497. The quotation concluded as 
follows: 

Startling as these figures are they fall far short 
of exhibiting the magnitude of the losses occa- 
sioned by this item,

INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED TO MARSHALS. 


Their Duty on Election Day Clearly Laid 
Down According to Law. 

ELulkA, N. Y., Nov. 3.—In reply to the cir- 
cular issued by William F. Sheehan of the 
Democratic Executive committee regarding 
the rights and duties of Deputy United States 
Marshals at the polls on election day a letter 
of definite instructions has been issued by 
United States Marshal Archie E. Baxter of 
this city.

The question of protection and of tariff reform 
is generally discussed as a mere matter of politi- 
calecomony. We discuss the effect of protection 
on the wages of labor and the prices of consum- 
able commodities, on the growth of manufact- 
ures, and on the development of agriculture and 
mining. It is looked upon asa mere question of 
dollars and cents, and of business. hile this 
view of the subject is important and must 
not be neglected, there is another aspect of the 
case which must not be overlooked. It is a ques- 
tion of morals as well as of markets. It is a ques- 
tion of right as well as of riches. A question of 
promoting honesty in government as well ae of 
déveloping national resources. It is said by its 
friends that the McKunley bill does its own talk- 
ing. But what does it say tothe farmers of the 
country. It says to them that they need protec- 
tion—that a higher price for products 
of the farm than they can get 
in the open markets of the worid. 
The price of everything they raise is fixed in Liv- 
— — In fact, they are paid off in worthless 
wildcat currency—in McKinley bills. But the 
failure to keep the promise does not mitigate. the 
enormity of the crimé, The McKiuley bill offers 
the amounts I have indicated, and its advocates 
do not hesitate to announce on the stump and 
press that the increased price in the bill is real- 
ized. And many farmers believe the promises are 
kept, and thus go on blindly and ignorantly vot- 
ing the Republican ticket from year to year.

pense of all the others. Thatis the doctrine of 
the Democratic party—nothing new but the 
party’s creed since the time of Thomas Jefferson, 

He then referred to the golden period 
of the country, following the passage bya 
Democratic Congress in 1846 of a low tariff, 
and declared that times were never easier for 
the farmer, the laborer, the mechanic, than 
during the period between 1846 and 1861. 

In support of his position Mr. Stevenson 
quoted from Blaine's Twenty Years in Con- 
gress. At the mention of Mr. Biaine’s name 
there was a momentary silence, and then the 
dome was ulmost lifted from ite fastenings by 
the thunder of applause.

NATURALIZATION MILL GRIST. 


Two More Arrests for Illegal Registration— 
Many More Likely to Follow. 

United States Attorney Milchrist yesterday 
had occasion to score the Cook County courts 
for the laxity which has characterized the 
naturalization of foreigners for the coming 
election 

Joseph Tracey, No. 28 Desplaines street, 
was arraigned before Commissioner Hoyne 
yesterday for illegal registration. The regis- 
tratior books showed that he registered in the 
Twentieth Precinct of the Eighteenth Ward, 
under his sworn statement that he was a qual- 
ified voter by naturalization entered of rec- 
ord last month. He admitted, and document- 
ary evidence was introduced to prove, that he 
came to the country iu February, this year, 
and that he became a resident of IIlinois in 
April. He took out minor papers in the Cook 
County Circuit Court on his sworn statement 
that he came to the country under the age of 
18 years, and a witness corroborated that state- 
ment under oath. 

Mr. Milchrist used every effort to make 
Tracey disclose the instigator of his perjury, 
but was unable to do 80. a 

“The naturalization system is a perfect 
fare, exclaimed Mr. Milchrist. Men like 
this go to the court in hordes and are sworn, 
questioned, and ushered on to make room for 
others, Either the Judges are derelict in their 
duty or this man committed wiilful perjury.” 

Tracey was held to the Federal grand jury 
in $1,000 bonds. 

Late yesterday an officer of the Central De- 
tail arrested Michael Kennedy, who, it is said 
swore before the Circuit Court that he had 
known Tracey for five years as a resident of 
the United States. Kennedy is 34 years old 
and is employed as a waiter in the Famous 
Restaurant on Halsted street. He lives at No. 
132 West Randolph street. Today Kennedy 
will be taken before Commissioner Hoyne, 
charged with perjury. The case against Ken- 
nedy is said to beclear. Tracey’s evidence 
will alone convict him. The punishment for 
perjury is five years’ imprisonment. Tracey 
will be brought before the Commissioner on a 
second chrrge—that of false naturalization. 
Kennedy refused to talk last evening. 

There ia little doubt that there were hun- 
dreds of final papers issued during the last two 
months to persons who have not lived long 
enough in the country to become citizens, 
Persons who have not been here a twelve- 
month have been urged to apply for papers 
and to say that they came here under age. 
persons who thus tempted them to that course 
are Democratic workers. Tracey and Ken- 
nedy are not the only victims of the system. 
There are likely to be many more. The Re- 
publican agents have been at work in the 
wards and other arrests are likely to follow.

Hall, Englewood, Filled with Enthusi-

and still let his fellow-workmen earn a liv- 
ing. want to see every one get honest return for 
abor.

The repeal of the 10 per cent tax which 
stands between the people and a rotten State 
bank currency is one of the purposes to which 
the Democratic party is pledged—irrevocably 
pledged—in its national platform, because 
the South demands that repeal of the tax on 
wildcat. But the Southern leaders did not 
look on this general indorsement by Mr. 

leveland as sufficient. It is so easy to wrig- 
gle out of vague, broad pledges. They insist- 
ed that he must pat the wildcat on the back 
and call it by name. They had given way tem- 
porarily on free silver in the platform to 
oblige him, and he must reciprocate by letting 
them have their way about State bank notes. 
And he did. In his letter of acteptance he 
said : 

The people are entitled to sound and honest 
money. abundantly sufficient in volume to supply 
their basines@needs. But whatever may be the 
form of the people's currency, national or STATE 
—whether gold, silver, or paper—it should be so 
regulated and guarded by governmental action 
(if a national currency] or by wise and careful law 
fifa State bank currency), that no one can be de- 
laded as to the certainty and stability of its 
value. 

This indorsement of wildcat satisfied the 
Southern Democrats. They had no objection 
to his making virtuous remarks about “ sound 
and good money” anda “wise and careful 
law, for they knew that with the 10 per cent 
tax once out of the way they could regulate 
matters to suit themselves, and could cry out 
“unconstitutional,” as Doughface Springer 
does already, if the General Government at- 
tempted to meddle with them or their scratch- 
ing cats. They were willing that be should so 
word his indorsement of their intended wild- 
cat issues dg to make the dose palatable to the 
North and hide from the Democrats the pur- 
gative medicine which was in the spoon 
along with the molasses. They were con- 
tent with Mr. Cleveland’s intimation that very 
likely the people’s currency would be made 
up of State bank notes. For when he says the 
currency will be either “national or State 
he means that it will be one or the other and 
not both. If State bank notes are allowed to 
be issued by ail the States which choose, the 
stuff, being the poorer money, will drive out 
the national currency and have the field to 
itself. 

As for the “wise and careful law” which 
will make the “cats” valuable, it will b» 
framed by the sharpers and speculators of tue 
wildcat States and cannot be modified by Con- 


greas. 

The South demands wildcat money to spew 
forth on the public and is satisfied with the 
way in which Cleveland has committed him- 
self. Therefore it is evident that he is pledged 
in advance to that dangerous plank and if 
elected will let the Confederates of the South 
have what they want, as other doughface 
Presidents before him have done. A vote for 
him is a vote for rotten, wildcat money, and 
there is no rubbing it out. 


FUTURE USE OF THE LAKE-FRONT. 

Tun Tune believes that the United 
States Supreme Court has agreed to a decis- 
ion adverse to the Illinois Central in the Lake- 
Front case, and that the position taken by 
Judges Harian and Blodgett in their clear, 
cogent opinion, whose logic and whose facts 
the counsel for the railroad strove in vain to 
upset, Nas been sustained. Rumor says 
there would be six Judges against the rail- 
road’s contention to two for it; and were it 
not for the fact that the Chief Justice was one 
of the counsel for the city when the great suit 
was argued here his vote would be added to 
the six. 

It is impossible to tell from the informa- 
tion available now just what the court will 
hold as to the confijcting claims of the city and 
the State to any submerged lands involved in 
the great suit, but it may be set down as a 
fact that the Illinois Central will get nothing 
more on the Lake-Front than the Harlan- 
Blodgett decision gave it, and it should be 
sincerely thankful for that much, which is of 
great value to it. 

Therefore, we assume that the city will soon 
he in a position where it can decide on and 
carry out a policy regarding its possessiuns 
between Park row and Randolph street. If 
it is found that authority is lacking to do any 
of the things which should be done it can be 
obtained from the General Assembly. 

This territory of land and water falls natur- 
ally into two parts, divided by Monroe street. 
There can be no controversy as to the use to 
be made of the northernmost saction. Its 
destiny is determined by the erection of the 
great and magnificent Public Library on 
Dearborn Park. Public edifices of equal 
beauty and usefulness should face it on the 
east side of Michigan avenue to Monroe street. 
There should be erected on that land a grand 
exposition building, far superior to the one 
which was cleared away this year. A portion 
of the space should be utilized for the erection 
of armories, public halls, police and fire sta- 
tions which will be deserving of the name. 
There will be no difficulty about utilizing all 
the ground for worthy and important munic- 
ipal objecta. 

The Art Institute Building is now under 
construction south of Monroe street. It is the 
only structure which should be allowed to 
stand on that part of the Lake-Front. The 
rest of it, which, with the submerged land 
that can be filled in this side of the govern- 
ment dock line, will make a good many 
acres, should be converted into a beautiful 
park in the city’s very heart. 

The Illinois Central tracks will still be a 
probiem to be dealt with. Possibily the best 
solution will be to have it sink them to lake 
level, spanning them at intervals with light 
passenger bridges, connecting the two parts 
of the perk and enabling people to reach the 
water's edge and the yachts and pleasure 
boats for which the outer harbor should be 
reserved. ‘ 

The above is a brief outline of what should 
be done with the land won iu the great lawsuit. 
That which should not be done is to line the 
Lake-Front with docks and wharves, making 
it a levee, and to give over the outer harbor to 
commercial craft. If such a project were car- 
ried out the mile of accessible lake view would 
be destroyed. That broad stretch of frontage 
from Park row northward would ‘be piled high 
with lumber, salt, iron, coal, and other bulky 
freight. Worse than that, an enormous addi- 
tional amount of teaming would have to be done 
across the business district. Michigan avenue 
and the streets west of it and the cross streets 
would be one jam of heavy trucks, and the 

efforts which have been made by the cable 
companies to provide additional facilities for 
travel would be wasted. Existence would be 
intolerable north of Twelfth street if the outer 
harbor were surrendered to merchant vessels 
and propellers and the shore to freight. b 

This is what some of the Aldermen will 


steal. The Illinois Central may try to buy 
from the Council what it bought once from 
the Legislature. This is the danger most to 
be feared—that the city will get the Lake- 
Front only to be swindled out of the use of it 
by knavish, scoundrelly Aldermen. ‘The only 
way to avert it is to awaken a public senti- 
ment so strong and determined that the Al- 


and will be compelled to forego the swag 
which the venal ones are already beginning to 
reckon on. 

The fight which began in 1869 will be ended 
soon by the official proclamation of the 
victory of the city, The fruits of that victory 
must not be hogged by boodle Aldermen, but 
reserved for the use of the citizens of this 
great city and the strangers in their midst 
through all time. 


ALTGELD AND HIS DAMAGES. 

June 16, 1888, John P. Altgeld, then a Judge 
of the Superior Court of Cook County, swore 
in the Circuit Court that he had been dam- 
aged to an enormous amount by the erection 
of the bridge across the river at Jackson 
street—viz., $60,000. He managed to obtain a 
verdict for $26,494, though other and good 
witnesses testified that the damage did not ex- 
ceed $7,500, and City Engineer Northway tes- 
tified that the work on the bridge was nearly 
completed by Sept. 1, 1887, the date on which 
Altgeld came into possession of the property 
alleged to have been damaged. 

At a second trial of the cause he obtained a 
verdict for $15,000, which he immediately as- 
signed to a Chicago attorney. During this 
second trial the conduct of Altgeld was so out- 
rageous that he was fined by the Judge $100 
for contempt of court. And he was a Judge 
himself at the time. 

The actual facts in the case are that the 
property owned by Altgeld at the time of the 
suit was not damaged by the erection of the 
bridge, but was greatly improved in value, as 
he afterwards suld it at a heavy advance on 
the purchase price. If any damage had oc- 
curred the compensation therefor should have 
been paid to the man from whom Altgeld 
bought the property, since such damage must 
have been done before Altgeld obtained pos- 
session of it. 

These things were so patent at the time that 
the junior Democratic organ in this city very 
severely commented upon Altgeld and subse- 
quently, when his name was mentioned as 
that of a candidate for Governor, published 
the following editorially: 

What do the Democratic voters of Illinois think 
of a candidate for Governor of the State who, 
while occupying a judicial position in Cook Coun- 
ty, appeared in the court of another Judge in the 
eapacity of litigant and attorney and so conduct- 
ed himeelf that he was rebuked by the court, 
compelled to apologize to the opposing lawyer, 
and was fined for contempt? Does the foregoing 
history indicate the character and temperament 
of a man suitable to be the Chief Executive of a 
great Commonwealth? 

This is a nice kind of man to pose as a 
candidate for the office of Governor of the 
great State of Illinois. Especially must he 
be possessed of astonishing cheek to ask sup- 
port from the voters of this city who have to 
pay in taxes for his outrageous demand upou 
the treasury for damages he never sustained, 
and which if they had been sustained ought 
to have been decreed to the previous owner. 
A pretty spectacle he would make in the 
Gubernatorial chair to be held up as an ex- 
ample to the rising generation of the success 
that rewards merit and an encouragement to 
the youth of the State to be honest. He de- 
liberately swore to what he must have 
known was false. He claimed compensation 
which would have belonged to another man 
than himself if due to anybody. He abused 
his high office as Judge by appearing with the 
prestige belonging to it as plaintiff in another 
court, He was so abusive in urging his nefari- 
ous claim that a brother Judge fined him for 
contempt and also required him to make an 
apology for the language used in his presence. 
He obtained a mudified verdict by his misrep- 
resentations, aided by failure to present ma- 
terial evidence on the part of the Cregier ad- 
ministration, and then assigned his claim to 
an attorney, to be by him pressed for collec- 
tion, as if he, Altgeld, feared the odium that 
would attach to further identification with the 
case. And while ali this ia fresh in the minds 
of tne people he has the hardihood to ask 
them to vute for him as Governor of the State. 
Such colossal impudence has few paralleis in 
the history of officeseekers. 


THE “ THUNDERER’S” PRAISE. 

The London Times, which has not been in 
the habit of wasting praise upon anything 
American or of viewing American progress 
with an unprejudiced eye, has taken a critical 
view of the preparations for the Fair, and as 
the result of its observations says: 

The Chicago World's Fair buildings are most 
fairly to be judged by comparison with previous 
structures intended for a like end. and so judged 
they are without an equal ora rival. Quite liter- 
ally they are first and the rest nowhere, or so 
far behind as not to come into the running. On 
no former occasion of the kind has there been 
anything like them or near them. la the extent 
of ground they cover, in their structural dimen- 
sions, in the number of spectators which they will 
contain, in the profusion and elegance of the 
decorations, and in their general adaptability to 
the purpose for which they have been designed, 
they stand out as supreme. It is idle to say that 
there aro other countries which could do the same 
if they tried. The fact remains that the United 
States has done what has never yet been done 
elsewhere, and has given proof to the world of 
what wonders can be brought about by industrial 
enterprise and skill, animated by a patriotic 
spirit and By a resolve to take the lead in every- 
thing. It is a splendid spectacle. We fully recog- 
nize the qualities and efforts which have pro- 
duced it, and we offer our bearty congratulations 
on the success with which they have been 
crowned. 


A more vutspoken utterance than this has 
not been made by any critic, many as have 
been the compliments bestowed upon the 
architects and designers of the Worild’s Fair 
buildings. The statement of the Times that 
“the United States has done what has never 
yet been done elsewhere, and has given 
proof to the world of what wonders can be 
brought about by industrial enterprise and 
skill, ani nated by a patriotic spirit and by 
a resolve to take the lead in everything,“ 
while itis a compliment to the American 
people is still more a compliment to the peo- 
ple of Chicago, since it represents the very 
qualities which have inspired tne latter in the 
conception and progress of the great scheme 
by which the sand dunes and murasses ahd 
dead levels of Jackson Park have been trans- 
formed into a great white city of palaces, sur- 
passing in extent, in beauty of design and 
decoration, and in adaptability to their special 
purposes anythmg of the kind which the 
world has yet seen. It will be ob- 
served that the Nimes makes no er- 
ception in its praise. Hitherto the Paris 
Exposition has represented the highest achieve- 
ment in the line of artistic effect. It has been 
assumed that it would not be surpassed by 
any similar attempt in this century at least, 
since Paris is the acknowledged art center of 
the world. When the site of the Fair was lo- 
cated at Chicago there was a general consen- 
sus of opinion that while it might be bigger in 
extent and more comprehensive from the ma- 
terial point of view than the Pans Exposition, 
yet it would be sadly lacking in beauty and 
decidedly humiliating when artistically con- 
sidered. And now, six months before the time 


gratifying result has been accomplished— 
namely: by the union of industrial enterprise 
and skill, animated by patriotic spirit, with 
the resolve to take the lead in everything. 
That is the animating spirit of Chicago—to 
take the lead in everything. That it has done 
80 in this case even the London “Thunderer” 
concedes.

woald rather have him with wildcat than Har- 


rison without. So they have sent out a secret 
circular headed thus: “ No wildcat possible: 
the Constitution of Iowa prohibits it. 

Supposing it does prevent the issue of notes 
by Iowa banks. Then it follows that Iowa 
would be one of the robbed and not one of the 
robber States. It would be swingled by the 
sharpers of other States, but could do no 
swindling in return. There is nothing in the 
Constitution of Iowa to forbid the circulation 
in that State of the notes issued by the banks 
of other Commonwealths. There is no pro- 
vision to keep out the shinplasters of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Texas, and other States. 
Daring the Democratic period of State banks 
prior to the war the wildcats did not stay 
withia the confines of the States where they 
were issued, but found their way into other 
communities and shouldered aside the better 
money. 

If the demand of the South is complied with 
and the 10 per cent tax repealed Missouri 
speculators will start banks. They will have 
notes printed which will cost them little be- 
yond the expense of engraving and printing. 
There is not and cannot be a law forbidding 
an Iowan to buy at a discount a big batch of 
these State bank notes to the face value of 
$50,000, take them back to Iowa with him, and 
preceed to put them in circulation “ to move 
the crops.’?’ He may bea grain-buyer or a 
cattle- buyer. He will tell the farmers from 
whom he buys in the most persuasive tones 
that the new, fresh, crisp State bank notes he 
offers them in payment are perfectly good. 
They will take them—especially as he will pay 
a little above the market price for their stuff— 
and offer them to the country merchant to set- 
tle their bills with him. If he hesitates to ac- 
cept the cate they will reply that they are 
allthey have with which to liquidate their 
store debts. So he will accept them at ashave, 
trusting to pase them off on some one else. 
These notes will pass thus from hand to hand. 
Finally, when they begin findingtheir way 
back to Missouri for redemption in any num- 
bers the bank that issued them will go to 
smash and the last holder lose whatever he 
paid for them. é 

That was what happened prior to the war to 
the Democratic State bank notes, and it will 
happen again if the wildcat is let loose. Like 
causes produce like effects always. Wildcats 
hereafter will be of the same nature as for- 
merly. 


. The Democrats who hesitate about voting

Senator Hill of New York is making wild 
work of the Democratic free trade platform in 
his speeches in New York. He suid yesterday: 
»The Democrats believe in a tariff for revenue 
„with incidental protection. This has always 
“been the position of the Democratic party!“ 
It may have been true of the Randall class of 
Northern Democrats, but not of the Southern 
wing. At Chicago the party pronounced in 
favor of “a tariff for revenue only” by a two- 
thirds majority, and asserted that duties which 
gave protection as well as revenue were un- 
constitutional and a robbery.” But Senator 
Hill tramples on the Democratic platform be- 
cause he fears his State would not indorse its 
sentiments. He and Cleveland are trying 
desperately to fool the Northern voters as 
Poik and Dallas did in 1844. As the latter 
broke their pledges afier the election 
and helped to put through the low 
tariff of 1846, so will Cleveland and 
Hili do all in their power to put through a 
free trade bill removing duties from competi- 
tive goods, which the South demands if they 
win at the polls. This “tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection is a good enough 
Morgan till after the election, though 75 per 
cent even of the Northern Democrats do not 
believe in it. With Cleveland in the White 
House and a Democratic Congress the doors 
of the custom-houses will be thrown open to 
European cheap labor manufactures, and he 
will be able to announce in his next message 
that several hundred million dollars’ worth of 
American goods have been driven out of con- 
sumption by foreign products; that the mills 
and factories of England and the continent 
are running full time; that foreign workmen 
are busy and conteated and have ceased com- 
ing to America; that American gold and silver 
are flowing to Europe to pay the balance of 
trade against us; and that this policy meets 
with the cordial approval of all the Confed- 
erate States and also of all the European gov- 
ernments. He will not say anything about 
the state of things in this country and the 
hundreds of thousands of idie workmen. If 
he thinks he must he need only copy the lan- 
guage of his distinguished predecessor, Mr. 
Buchanan, in 1857. 


THE FRENCH AND GERMAN ARMIES. 

France has been quietly but steadily enroll- 
ing a gigantic army. The war budget for 
1893 shows that the military expenses since 
1871 have been eighteen milliards of francs 
($3,600,000,000). Of this vast sum, fifteen 
milliards and 368 millions of francs have been 
expended in war material and the support 
and enlargement of the army. The whole 
army has been furnished with the new Lebel 
rifle in place of the chassepot, and new in- 
trenched camps and fortifications have been 
constructed. Just before the Franco-German 
war the army footed up 24,005 officera, 385,372 
men, and 89,702 horses. Now it has 28,382 
officers, 438,315 men, and 140,879 horses. This 
is the first line of the fighting men. Add to 
this the men of the second line or territorial 
army and the forces at the depots the total 
represents a round two millions of soldiers. 


The entire military strength of France is 


computed at 4,125,000 meu, : 

The direct influence of this military activity 
in France is shown in the renewed activity in 
Germany. Under the provisions of the new 
military bill the regular army for the next six 
years will consist of 492,068 men, as compared 
with 438,015 in France. The present French 
regular army has 727 battalions of infantry, 
448 squadrons of cavalry, and 550 batteries of 
artillery. The Germans have 711 battalions 
of infantry, 477 squadrons of cavalry, 494 bat- 
teries of field artillery, 37 battalions of foot 


icalweakness of Austria and Italy, its allies. 
Russia, however, still maintains the lead with 
a war strength of 4,556,000 men. When this 
vast array of men, aggregating in these three 
nations over 10,000,000 men, to which must be 
added the war strength of Italy and Austria, is

SENATOR WASHBURN ON OPTIONS. | 

Senator Washburn of Minnesota has an 
article in the November numberof the Ameri- 
can Journal of Politics on “Dealings in 
Futures and Options.” He takes the ground 
that some 95 per cent of this is mere gam- 
bling, that it does great harm to the commu. 
nity, ,especially to the tarmer, and therefore 
ought to be suppressed for the best interests 
of society. He asserts that for the last three 
years, almost without an exception, the prices 
of grain have been made by the short sellers, 
the bears, who have persistently and continu- 
ally depressed the price. In proof of this he 
cites the Coster-Martin corner on corn which 
ran the price of that grain from 40 cents up to 
$1 per bushel, ana let it drop back to 50 cents, 
and the Hutchinson wheat corner which sent 
the market up to $1.60. Inciting these he does 
not seem to be aware that he is disproving his 
own claim, and in pleading for the entire sup- 
pression of what he calls grain gambling he 
avoids all reference to the scripture remark 
about the danger of pullmg up certain tares 
lest in doing so the wheat also should be 
rooted up. In other words, Senator Wash- 
burn has committed himself to the advocacy 
of a claim which he pushes all the harder be- 
cause sensible people pronounce it to be un- 
tenable. In doing this he pleads for a re- 
turn to the old-time methods,” when the law 
of trade was mostly restricted to supply from 
the producer direct to the consnmer, and when, 


in his own language, the money-changers |. 


were driven from the temples. He does not 
seem to realize the fact that the wonderful 
change from the gristmill of half a century 
ago to the big combination in Minneapolis 
which sends millions of barrels of flour each 
year direct to Europe has necessarily been ac- 
companied by many other changes in method. 
He would have commerce conducted without 
thé merchant, and writes about the old time 
legisiation to prevent too high prices being 
paid for bread as applicable to the conditions 
of today. He appears before the world as 
arguing thus with especial reference to the 
carrying out of his pet project to make the 
British millmg combination around the Fails 
of St. Anthony the sole arbiter of prices that 
shall be paid to the farmer for his wheat on 
the one hand and those paid by the consumer 
for his flour on the other, 


WHAT IS HE GOING TO DO?

Oct. 27 the French captured an im- 
rtant line along the Koto, the strongest 
rtified position the French have yet capt- 
ured. The total French loss throughout 
these battles was ten killed and seventy-three 
wounded. Col. Dodds concludes his dispatch 
by saying that the resistance of the 
Dahomeyans is becoming less vigorous owing 
to the enormous losses they have sustained in 
their numerous engagements with the 
French.

meters. He alleged that water bills 
due monthly were allowed to go 


unpaid for three months or more, and the bills 
made out as if the water had been used in one 
month, giving the consumer the benetit of a 


discount not due him. Rosa fur- 
ther alleged that Clerk Brokoski had 
changed the accounts oc the books 


in order to make them agree with his wishes. 
He went so far as to cite specific instances 
where figures had been erased on the ledgers 
to reduce charges to Brokoski’s favorites. 


Figures Show Queer Things. 

The Mayor, Commissioner Aldrich, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Miller, assisted by Severt 
and Eaton, two clerks of the Water Depart- 
ment, spent until nearly 11 o’clock last 
night examining the charges made by Rosa. 
After the Mayor and Commissioner had 
concluded their labors for the night they in- 
vited the reporters in to examine the books 
and go over the ground they had traveled. 
From Aug. 25 to Sept. 24 N. K. Fairkank 
& Co. were assessed with using over 4,000,000 
gallons of water. They kicked and the figures 
were chan to 907,500 gallons, but there is 
not a word of explanation to show why. 

The McAvoy Brewing company had its 
supply of water estimated for month end- 
ing Sept. 18 last as 615,000 gallons, but for the 
month ending Oct. 20 the meter figures as 
entered only show 142,500 gallons. 

The Kentucky Brewing company at No. 213 
South Paulina street received a rebate of $24 
for the months of September and October 
last, but for what reason there is nothing to 
explain. 

From the evidence adduced,”’ said Mayor 
Washburne, it would appear that Brokoski’s 
bookkeeping has been slovenly. It would ap- 
pear that the rate-takers are usually lazy and 
make inaccurate returns. The consumers 
object, and Brokoski seems to have re- 
duced their charges, making erasures 
to alter the figures.

PUT UP TO COVER MARGINS, 


Verdict in Favor of J. Sutherland Against 
John T. Lester & Co. 

If the verdict awarded to Attorney J. Suther- 
land yesterday stands the latter, can afford to 
stop practicing law for a few days. The case 
was one where Sutherland sued the dissolved 
Board of Trade firm of John T. Lester & Co, 
for $18,440.01. It was tried before Judge 
Hutchinson for four days and the jury thought 
the plaintiff entitled to $17,442.78. The case 
was somewhat celebrated and has been drag- 
ging along in the courts for several years.

Empty Carbolic Acid Bottle, 

Mrs. Mamie Dodge, the wife of Dr. Frank

PT ON A BIG PRICE. 


‘DEFEAT FOR THE DRAINAGE BOARD 
AT THE HANDS OF A JURY, 


E. F. Cullerton’s Willow Springs Property 
Valued at $206 an Acre—Judge Gary 
Characterizes the Verdict as an Out- 


rageous One and Says He Does Not 


Think It Will Stand—Valuation of Cook 
County Property—Street Obstructions 
at the Hartford Building. 
The Drainage Board met with a signal de- 


feat bya jury in Judge McConnell’s court 


yesterday. Thecase was the condemn ation 
suit in which E. F. Cullerton was one of the 
‘defendants. After being out twenty-four 
hours the jury decided that the ex-Alderman’s 


Willow Springs property was worth $206 per 


dere. The other defendant, Charles Piper, 
also fared well at the hands of the jury. For 
‘thirty-four acres of his Willow Springs Park 


aud he was awarded $400 per acre, and for 


sixty and one-half acres outside of the park 
$200 was the price set. 

The fact that Cullerton was a defendant, 
together with the fact that the verdict was ex- 
cessive compared with those given in all the 
other Drainage Board condemnation suits 
tried thus far, made it the topic of conversa- 
tion among lawyers and peoplein general 
yesterday. The property involved was 104 
acres of land in and about Willow Springs 
Park. Some time ago Cullerton bought 
¢wenty acres from Charles Piper. When on 
the stand he testitied that he drew $8,700 from 
a bank and paid it all for the thirty acres. He 
also testified that the price was $250 an acre, and 
that he only had to pay for twenty-three acres, 
asthe other seven acres were under water. 
Judge Gary did a little figuring for Cullerton 


and showed him that at $250 an acre twenty-» 


three acres would by no means cost him 
700. When Piper took the stand he swore 
Cullerton only paid him $150 per acre. 

“The verdict,” said Judge Gary, “is an 
outrageous one, and I do not think it will 
stand. I have my opinion as to what in- 

._- fluenced the jury, but do not care to state it. 

“We got no more for the land than it was 
worth,” was the way Col. Thompson looked 
at it. The board tried to make capital out of 
the fact that Cullerton was a defendan and had 
bought the land for speculation. The board’s 
witnesses estimated the land all the way from 
$30 to $125 per acre, while ours put it as high 
as 3500. The land is valuable for park pur-

In the case where Columbia Park property 
was condemned the jury awarded only $150 
damages per acre. 


OBSTRUCTIONS STILLIN THE WAY. 


Difficulties of Passing on the East Side of 
the Hartford Building Uudiminished. 
Obstructions to free foot passage along the 

east side of the Hartford Building, at the 

southwest corner of Dearborn and Madison 
streets, multiply daily. Promises have been 
made that the way might be made clear— 
promises, but as yet no performance. A few 
days ago the fence was split in half laterally. 

This gave passers-by a chance tolook at the 

place where they had a right to walk as they 

went by on the outside and received large 
splashes of mud from the wheels of passing 
vehicles, holding themselves lucky the while 
that the wheels did no greater damage. 

One may look into the inclosure from either 
the north or the south ends and may enter if 
he wishes, for at those points all of the fence 
has been removed. Now if the foot passen- 
ger insists on walking by the building on tho 
sidewalk no one will stop him—the men in 
charge know their business better than that— 
but he will have a hard road to travel before 
the face of the building is cleared. A list of 
the obstacles to be surmounted beginning at 
the south end runs like this: Broken brick 
and dirty straw znixed, bed of mortar, pile of 
sand, tail end of a stone boat, four iron gird- 
ers, some empty barrels, and a lot of broken 
stone. f

the labor of clearing a way for the suffering 
public seems to have ceased. It might not be 
a bad idea for Supt. Burke to insure bis shins 
and try to force a passage.

APPROPRIATIONS MUST BE CUT. 


At the Legal Rate the Estimated Amount 
Cannot Be Raised on ti Valuation. 

The County Clerk yesterday sent to the 
Deputy County Controller the official figures 
of the valuation of Cook County property. 
The Finance committee will — today to 
take steps toward levying the tax. It is found 
that the amount which can be levied to cover 
this year’s appropriations is about $90,000 be- 
low the appropriations actually made, and as 
the board has no power to increase its legal 
rate of taxation—75 cents on each $100—it will 
be necessary to cut down the appropriations.

BUFFETED BY BIG BILLOWS. 


Thrilling Experience of a Yacht’s Crew in 
’ the Storm of Friday. 


Auditorium yesterday. 


Friday night of last week. Mr. Haverstraw,

storm of Friday. He said of his trip: 

We battled 
last Friday, ana 
that the boat would go to the bottom and all 
on board would be lost. We had had a pleas- 
ant sail down the western shore of Lake Mich- 
igan. While the breeze was fresh Friday fore- 
noon, we apprehended no trouble and expect- 
ed to get into Milwaukee by 5 o’clock that aft- 
ernoon. 
ened to a gale and we had to take in canvas 
to keep from being toppled over into the lake, 
By 3 o’clock we were scudding along under 
bare poles, and from that hour until 8 o’clock 
at night the strong west wind kept — 
ip fury until it looked as though no boat coul 
live through it. Luckily, though, the wind 
was steady, and to that fact alone we owe our 
lives. Had it been squally no boat of the size 
of mine could have held out under the storm 
that swept Lake Michigan. 

“Great waves that looked to me to be 
higher than the Auditorium would come roll- 
ing on, but we always managed to keep the 
boat before the storm. All the hatches were 
battened down, but notwithstanding this the 
boat shipped considerable water. About 8 
o’clock, while we were almoet directly off the 
Milwaukee harbor, my sos saw the light which 
we afterwards found was from the great fire. 
We could not imagine what it was at first, but 
finally we concluded it was a great conflagra- 
tion. We had made up our minds before the 
storm had ended that there would be no Mu- 
waukee there. When the wind carried the 
smoke away the sight was an impressive one. 
We could see the great volumes of flames 
above the water a 
ed by the reflection. It was a grand sight, 
but we were in no position to appreciate it at 
the time. From 8 o’clcck on the wind seemed 
to die away slightiy, but not until midnight 
were we convinced that we had succeeded in 
weathering the storm. 

It was 2 o’clock Saturday afterneon when 
we reached Milwaukee, sick and tired. My 
wife and son were almost prostrated, while as 
for myself and the crew of three men, we 
were more dead than alive.“

OPERATIONS OF UNITED STATES MINTS. 


Director Leech Files His Annual Statement 
with the Treasury Department. 
Wasurnoton, D. C., Nov. 2.—E. O. Leech, 
Director of the Mint, has submitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury a report on the 
operations of the mints and assay offices of 
the United States for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1892, as follows: 
The value of the gold deposited at the mints 
and assay offices during the year was 886.476.975. 
Of the original deposits $31,961,546 were the prod- 
uct of American mines, $24,935,342 foreign gold 
coin and bullion. $557,965 light-weight domestic 
gold coin, and $3,636,604 old material. The depos- 
its and purchases of silver aggregated 72,121,268 
standard ounces of the coiging value of 
$83,922,930. silver received 63. 
the coining 
value of $73,461,072 the product 
of domestic mines and refineries; 2.118.078 stand- 
ard ounces of the coining value of $2,464,672 were 
foreigu silver bullion and coin; 5,593,907 standard 
ounces of the coining value of $6,509,274 were un- 
current domestic coins for recoiuage; 1,921 stand- 
ard ounces of the coining value of $2,236 trade 
dollars melted; and 636,290 standard ounces of the 
coinage value of $740,411, old plate, jewelry, etc. 
The coinage of the mint during the last fiscal 
ear aggregated 113,556,124 pieces, valued as fol- 
ows: Gold. $35,506,957; silver dollars, $8,329,467 ; 
subsidiary silver, $6,659,812; minor coins, $1.295,- 
710; total value, $2,792,976, The profit from sil- 
ver doliars coined during the fiscal year from 
bullion purchased under the act of July 14, 1890. 
was $030,487. The net profit on the coinage of silver 
‘during fourteen years, including the balances in 
the coinage mints July 1, 1878, has aggregated 
$72,736,065. In additior to the coinage gold 
bars manufactured of the value 
of $36,125,552 and silver bars of the 
value of $7,190,270, a total of $43,255,822. 
The total amount of silver purchased during the 
year aggregated 54,355,756 fine ounces, costing 
$51,106,608, an average cost of 94 cents per fine 
ounce. Since July 1, 1892, the average price has 
been $0.724. By the recoinage of uocurrent coins 
in the Treasury, principally half-dollars. into 
new quartec-dollats aud dimes, for which there 
was an urgent demand,the Treasury has been 
relieved of a large unavaitable asset and the 
smali change of the country increased to a 
corresponding extent. The total exports of gold 
from the United States during the fiscal year 
show a net loss of $142,654. The exports of silver 
show a net loss of $9,035,528.

KEEP IT OPEN NIGHTS. 


OLOSING AT 7. M. 


Complaints of the Rule Adopted by the 
Board of Directors and Approved by the 
National Commission Closing So Early 


Interests of the Country—Night Shows 
Granted Concessions, 


ginning to complain of the rule recently 
adopted by the Board of Directors and ap- 


the gates of the World's Fair at 7 p. m. In 
the opinion uf the electrical people and many 
others the Exposition should be kept open 
nights. The rule on this subject as adopted 
is as follows: 

The gates shall be open to exhibiters and all 
employés at 6 a. m. and to the public at 8 o’clock 
a. m., and closed at 7 o'clock p. m., except in 
such cases as the management shall direct for 
special evening entertainments, and in such in- 
stances the gates shall close at an hour not later 
than 11 o’clock p. m. 

This action closing the gates at 7 o’clock, 
with exceptions, was adopted by the National 
Commission at its meeting last week. No 
sooner was the announcement made through 
the newspapers than protests began coming 
in. The electrical people objected because 
they had understood that the gates would be 
open nightly until 10 o’clock or 11 o’clock. 
On this presumption they made extensive 
plans for night exhibits and contributed much 
more machinery than they otherwise would 
had it been understood the gates would be 
open at night at irregular intervals. 


Will Make Money at Nicht. 
Besides the wishes of intending exhibiters 
there is another phase which should appeal to 
the Exposition management, and that is both 
in money making features of night Exposi- 
tions as wel] as the accommodation of the 
public. So long ago as 1867 an imperfect at- 
tempt was made to draw the public 
to the Paris Exposition grounds in 
the evening, when some of the buildings 
on the Champ de Mars were kept open from 6 
until 11 p. m. This ended iu a failure on ac- 
count of the imperfect lighting obtained by 
the aid of gas and oil lam In 1881, how- 
ever, when the Electrical Exhibition was held 
at the Palais de l'Industrie, electrical incan- 
descent lighting had advanced to such a stage 
that it was practicable to illuminate the build- 
ing. It proved very successful, inasmuch as 
more peopie .attended the show at night than 
sought admission during the daytime. 
The money taken ip at the doors in the 
morning and afternoons amounted to $69,520 


daily. That taken in r amounted to 
$75,539 daily—a difference of over $6,000 in 
favor of night displays over day exhibitions. 
The Chicago Exposition management has 
decided by rules adopted to close Jackson 
Park, except omspecialevenings. When these 
special evenings are to be no one knows, and 
exhibiters are anxious to find out somethi 
definite. The probability is that the rule wil 
be abrogated and the Fair be kept open 
uniformly until 10 or 11 o’clock at night. 
When the subject was under discussion before 
the National commission, Commissioner 
Groner of Virginia wanted the closing hour 
fixed at 8 o’clock. Commissioner Barbour of 
Virginia thought 10 o’clock would ne the 
roper hour, while Commissioner White of 
New Mexico thought 11 o’clock was the 
proper time when the gai should be closed. 


Night Crowds at the Paris Show. 


The Paris Exposition of 1889 was open 
nights. The official history of the enterprise 
shows, though, that only rtions of the 
grounds were lighted. The French managers 
concluded that people did not care specially 
to study exhibits at night. It was thought 
they would be more interested in music, 
promenades, and electrical displays than in 
studying out problems of mechanical and in- 
tellectual advancement as indicated in the 
exhibits. Apparently the conclusions of 
the management were justified’ The 
night crowds exceeded those of the 
day. The management did not light up the 
entire Exposition plant. Those areas which 
were lighted included the central garden of 
the Champs de Mars and other open spaces in 
the inclosure, the great nave of Machinery: 
Hall, the gällery in the center of the Miscel- 
lanies Industries Court, the vestibule at each 
end, and the side galleries occupied by the 
restaurants and other concessions. In fact 
only one exhibit building was lighted and 
open to the public. The other exhibit struct- 
ures were closec, but in order to heighten the 
effect the domes of all the buildings were 
illuminated as well as the necessary walks to 
the electric fountains. 

The total amount of lighting required was 
equal to 3,000,000 candles. To light the Chi- 
cago Exposition 11,000,000 candle-power has 
been contracted for. Of this amount there 
are 92,000 incandescent lamps of 16-candle- 
power each, affording 1.082, 000. There are 
5,000 are lights, each of 2,000-candle-power, 
furnishing illumination equal to 10,000,000 
candies. As will be seen by these figures al- 
most four times the illumination afforded at 
the Paris Exposition will be available at Chi- 
cago. 

A gentleman who has visited as an exhibiter 
and contractor the Expositions of Philadel- 
phia in 1876, New Orleans in 1885, and Faris 
in 1889 said yesterday the Exposition manage- 
ment here would make a great mistake if it 
did not provide for pening nightly the gates 
of the World’s Fair. é further said: 


Will More than Pay Expenses.’ 


It will cost probably $500,000 to maintain the 
night force and the lights for the six months of 
the Fair, but the attendance will much more than 
pay the expenses besides affording citizens of 
Chicago and visiting strangers an opportunity to 
spend an evening at Jackson Park. It will not 
be necessary, and indeed it would be un- 
wise, to open all the buildings. Wis- 
dom suggests that the Fine Arts Building, 
Horticultural Hall, and probably the great Ma 
ufactures Building should be lighted. The fir 
two may not be properly considered as exhibit 
buildings. Pictures and flowers are somethi 
that all desire to see. The Manufactures Build- 
ing should be lighted because of its 
magnitude and the necessity of ak- 
fordin@ passageway through it to different 
parts of the grounds. Then there is the dome of 
the Administrauon Building, the Agricultural 
Building, and other structures which might be 
lighted. The great attraction at night, as I view 
it, will be the two electric fountains at the head 
of the grand basin in front of the Ad- 
ministration Building. These two fountains 
will actually surpass anything of the kind 
ever seen on earth. Between them will be the 
superb McMonnies fountain, artistically lighted 
by electricity. Running east toward the lake, on 
either side of the grand basin, will be submerged 
electric lights. Across the basin at the east end 
will be the beautiful peristyle, grandly iliumi- 
nated. The facades of the building: around this 
basin will also ve lighted, affording a magnificent 
spectacle, which may be viewed without incon- 
venience by 200, people. 

NoW think of the foolishness of the rule adopted 
by the National Commission closing the gates at 
7o’clock. All the features which I have men- 
tioned have been actually contracted for and 
must be carried out. Of what use will be the 
beautifal fountains? Of what use the submarine 
lighting ? Of what use the 11,000,000 candle-power 
electric light if the gates of the Fair are not to be 
open evenings 7 

¥ Music and Lights Wanted. 


„This night show will form a marvelous attrac- 
tion to the people of Chicago and to visitors. It 
will not be necessary to have machinery running 
at night; people woald not stop to look at it.

A BOAT THAT RUNS UNDER WATER.

to encountered by inventors of submarine 
craft has been the tendency of their boats to 
dive. I think I have obviated this by placing 
propellmg screws at the sides of the boat as 
well as at the stern and locating all ballast be- 
low the center line, The screws can be altered 
and deflected and used to balance the craft at 
all depths.”’ 

Mr. Baker says that six or seven years ago 
he began making experiments. More than a 
year ago he began building his boat. A pict- 
ure of it shows it to be shaped somewhat like 
an extra fat cigar with each end twisted to a 
point. hull is forty feet long, nine feet 
beam, and fourteen feet deep. The hull is 
constructed of three-inch oak plank six inches 
wide. The hull is covered with a waterproof 
cloth capable of standing aspressure of seven- 
ty-five pounds to the square inch. A small 
2 protrudes from the top of the 
boat. There are five water-tight compart- 
ments two feet deep between the deck the 


oil tanks if necessary. 

The driving power is in duplicate—an elec- 
tric plant and a steam plant. The former is 
for running under water and the latter for sur- 
face propulsion. Thesteam plant can be used 
to generate electricity for the storage batter- 
ies, which are said to be the largest in the 
world, 

Two or three tons of water pumped into 
water bottoms causes he boat to sink so 
nothing is visible but the conning tower and 
top of the hull. To sink directly downward 
the wheels are turned perpendicular to the 
shaft. Then at the desired depth the wheels 
are turned at an angle of about forty-five de- 
grees and the boat is propellea forward. When 
the Captain wants to ascend to the surface he 
orders the machinery stopped and the reserve 
buoyancy brings the boat up. The hull con- 
tains 1,500 cubic feet of air; sufficient, it is 
said, to supply a crew of two men for eighteen 
hours. The boat may be run at the rate of 
nine miles an hour for three hours, it is said, 
by the power of the storage battery.

But two condi- 
tions were im One was that the Presi- 
dent should give effect to the law by proc- 
lamation only after the Canadian Government 
had extended like privileges to vessels 
of the United States in contiguous Canadian 
waters. The other was that the agreement 
should apply to the St. Lawrence canals as 
well as the canal system connecting the great 
lakes. Upto date the Canadian Government 
has failed to meet this last condition, which 
was plainly laid down in the United States 
law, but, instead, the Canadians seems indis- 
posed to include their canals in the scope of 
their act.

ALL QUIET AT SANTIAGO DEL ESTERO. 


Provincial Legislature Resigns—Other News 
from South America. 

VaLraraiso, Nov. 2.—News comes from 
Argentina to the effect that Sefior Costa, who 
was sent by the National Government to settle 
the trouble at Santiago del Estero, had dis- 
armed both sides and the city is now tranquil.

OUTPUT OF OHIOAGO BREWERIES FOR 
OOTOBER INOREASES 26 PER CENT. 


Local Stocks Were Weak and the Whole 
List Declined—A Better Tone to the 
Grain Markets—Exports Almost Equal 
te the Receipts at Western Primary 
Points—Pork and Lard Advance Under 
Vigorous Bidding by Influential Traders 
—Ligut Stocks of Lard. 


The output of the breweries is showing a rate 
of increase that far outstrips the rate of increase 
shows by the traffic of the street railway compa- 
nies, that is in fact more than double that rate of 
increase, For the month of October the United 
States inspectors canceled the stamps on 254,140 
brie of beer. For the same month last year the 
amount of the product was 210,187 bris. This 
shows a gain for the month of 54,000 bris. Just 
what proportion of this total business is done by 
the Milwaukee and Chicago and the Chicago 
Brewing and Malting breweries cannot of course 
be said, but if the increase. is such 
an enormous percentage as this, equal, it 
will be noted, to over W per cent, the gains in 
the business of those companies must be phenom- 
enal. It can be stated on authority that the prod- 
uct of the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries in- 
creased in October more than 10,000 bris over the 
corresponding month last year. The inference 
would be from these official figares from the Collec- 
tor of internal revenues, showing a 25 per cent gain 
by Chicago breweries, that the Chicago Brewing 
and Malting company showed an increase of even 
more than that credited to the Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago company. With the price of beer where it 
is at present the net profit per bri is counted 
at about $3. If that is correct net earnings of 
the Milwaukee and Chicago company for October 

hould show an increase of over $30,000. This is 
comparing with a period before the beer war af- 
fected rates. The beer war began about Nov. 1, 1591, 
so that future comparisons will be made with the 
decreased earnings which resulted from war 
prices and should with the same gross increase 
show much greater gains. When one stops to fig- 
ure what a net increase of $30,000 a month means 
it will be seen to be of immense importance. Such 
an increase is at the rate of $360,000 a year or at 
the rate of 10 per cent on the common stock,
